The new Democratic State Central 
committee will meet here Jan. 9 for organiza- 
tion and will probably decide to maintain per- 
manent headquarters at the State capital dur- 
ing the session of the General Assembly. 
There are no less than a score of Demo- 
cratic mem befs of the two Houses who have 
already prepared plans of their own for re- 
districting the State and who expect to intro- 
duce them at-an early day. It is not improb- 
able, therefore, that ‘there may be consider- 
able friction arising from jsalousies and as- 
sumptions of prerogatives in the matter of 
redistricting, and it is in the hope that.some 
clash of authority will demoralize the Demo- 
cratic majority that the Republicans 
now find their greatest consolation. 
The Democrats of Cook County believe that 
the State shoula be ao redistricted as to give 
Chicago and Cook County six Congressional 
districts. This plan caused such a protest 
that the Cook County leaders are now appar- 
ently satisfied with a counter proposition 
which gives to Cook County five Congression- 
al districts and to. the remainder of the State 
seventeen. ' 

Upon the matter of Senatorial and legisla- 


' tive apportiotiment it is also probable that 


there will be some friction between Chicago 
and the rest of the State. Some of the plans 
of redistricting which have been formulated 
by Chicago politicians give to Cook County 
what Democrats of the State at large deciare 
an unwarranted number of Senatorial dis- 
tricts, and it was the premature.announce- 
ment of these redistricting schemes which 


added to tne recent opposition to the candi- 


dacy of Clayton E. Crafts for Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, s

Morrison for the Cabinet. 


The hope that Col, William R. Morrison 
would bé awarded a Cabinet portfolio »by 
President Cleveland is gradually deepening 
into a feeling of conviction among his frienda. 
One of the most significant events of the com- 
ing week will probably be the introduction of 
a joint resolution into the General Assembly 
indorsing Col, Morrison for the Cabinet 
and especially inviting President Cleveland 
to the consideration of his qualifications and 
general fitness for the position. It is the am- 
bition of Senator Palmer to organize and de- 
velop the Democratic party in Illinois and the 
Northwest, and he considers it necessary to 
this end that Illindis should be represented in 
the Cabinet. It was no surprise therefore to 
the intimate friends of Senator Palmer when 
the latter came out boldly today in advocacy 
of Col. Morrison and nade a. statement in 
which he declared the selection of Morrison 
by the President would meet with his approv- 
al and receive the harmonious indorsement of 
the Democrats of Illinois. ‘*‘There are 
no factions in the Democratic party in 
Illinois,”” said he, “and the selection of 
any prominent Democrat for a Cabinet port- 
folid would naturally. be gratifying to the 
party in this State. Iam for Col. Morrison 
because he is one of the Democratic leaders 
of Illinois and the Nation, and because he 
seems the most available man for us to 
present.” 

In addition to the resolution specially com- 
mending Col. Morrison to the consideration 
of Mr. Cleveland; which is expected to be 
presented to the General Assembly this week, 
it is also suggested that the Democratic Pres- 
idential Electors at their neeting inthis city 
Jan. 9 adopt a similar resolution. 

Legisiation for Chicago, 

In this General Assembly, as in most of 
them for years past, Chicago and Cook County 
will be forced to ask for a great deal of legis- 
lation. The recent expressions of Chicago 
citizens anxious for clean streets and reform 
in municipal government have had a good ef- 
fect on the LUhirty-eighth General Assembly, 
and members now here express a hearty de- 
sire to furnish relief: It is understood that 
the whole subject of the city charter of Chi- 
cago and its operation will come before the 
Legislature. . 

‘The most important item for consideration 
undoubtedly will be that of city revenue, and 
in this connection Mayor Washburne’s views 
willhave considerable weight. His complaint

Hickey, who lived at No. 
nue, and. John Burns and James Clark, who 
live at Nos. 279 and 280 Newberry ave 
nue, entered ‘the Orient Hotel at 
No. 698 South Halsted street and going 
to the barroom in the rear called 
for drinks.

Wheeler, refused to serve any more liquor to 
the men and advised them to go home, To 
this proposition they vigorously objected and 
Hickey, it is claimed, told the bartender that 
he would whip him if he did not serve the 
drinks. 

As Wheeler still refused to serve the men 
Hickey proceeded tocarry his threat into effect. 
Wheeler took a revolver and fired at the men. 
Hickey ran into the hotel office, which is only 
divided from the bar by a thin partition. 
meted up a heavy cash-register, threw it at

procured a revolver, and, it 
ine into the room fired two shote atthe two 
men. Hickey left the building and walked 
to an alley about fifty feet north of 
Eighteenth street, where he fell. Hickey was 
taken to the County Hospital, where he died 
shortly before 5 o’clock in the morning. 

Wallace and Wheeler were arrested at the 
hotel at 6 o’clock. 

The prisoners declared that Hickey had 
been shot outside by some other person and 
in proof of their assertion both surrendered 
their revolvers. Thatof Wallace was. fully 
loaded, while Wheeler’s had one empty cham- 
ber. This he admitted had been: caused by 
firing at the three men, but to prove that he 
had not fired the fatal shot he showed the offi - 
cers a bullet hole in the door where his buliet 
had etruck. Sergt. Laughran, however, found 
two empty cartridges, which fitted the revolver 
given him by Wallace, behind the office desk. 
Upon closely examining the pistol he dis- 
covered that it had been recently discharged. 

When Wheeler was seen in his cell at the 
Maxwell Street Station yesterday afternoon 
he steadily refused to talk of the shooting. 
He claimed that he had not killed Hickey. 
Wallace fired the fatal shot, he said. Wallace 
accuses Wheeler ot the shooting, and says he 
did not discharge his weapon at all. He 
simply used itas a club, he says. Waliace 
further stated that previous to the time Hickey 
was shot he (Hickey) had a revolver in his 
hand, and had fired several shots at the bar- 
tender. The latter statement is contradicted 
by the police and also by Clark and Burns, 
who are locked up at Canalport Avenue Police 
Station as witnesses. 


HENRY FALMER SERIOUSLY STABBED. 


Roger Lee Held at the Stock-Yards Station 
as His Alleged Assailant. 

Henry Falmer was perhaps fatally injured 
about 3 o’clock yesterday morning during a 
fight at Forty-sixth street and Wentworth 
avenue. His alleged assailant, Roger Lee, is 
locked up at the Stock-Yards Station. Falmer, 
Michael Heth, and a friend were going to 
Faimer’s -hoine, No. 3939 Atlantic street, 
about 2:30 o’clock and at Wentworth avenue 
and Fortieth street met-Roger Lee and Jo- 
seph Lowney. The men stopped and began 
quarreling. Lowney reached towards Heth 
and took a cigar from his pocket.

Kenna Gets the Explosive. 

The bottle of nitro-glycerine which evi- 
dently caused the explosion was received Dec. 
29 by Michael Kenna. It came in the shape 
of a package securely tied and sealed. 
was left at the sa- 
loon by a man who is unknown. 
On opening the package it was found to con- 
tain a bottle holding nearly half a pint of a 


are. 


Pthick, greenish-yellaw liquid, with no inscrip~ 


tion or writing. Ldst evening Kenna gave the 
bottle to a man and asked him to take it to 
the nearest drug store and ascertain what 
it was, as Kenna feared it might be 
some dangerous compound. The man took 
it to the drug store on the northwest 
corner of Clark and Van Bureu, thence to 
the drug store diagonally across at the south- 
east corner, at each of which places; and 
especially at the latter store, kept by W. W. 
Williams, he learned that it was considered 
to be nitro-glycerine. 

Going back to Kenna, the man told the re- 
sult of his investigation and Kenna gave him 
a quarter of a dollar, telling him to throw it 
in the lake so that no one would be [fiurt. 
The supposition is that he started east on Van 
Buren street and when he reached Dearborn 
threw it into the almost vacant lot where the 
Old Colony Building is being erected. 

The bartender at Kenna’s saloon at first dis- 
claimed all knowledge of any bottle having 
been received, but when Kenna came to the 
saloon, having been sent for by Detectives J. 
M. Collins and J. W. Norton, the truth came 
out. Kenna acknowledged having received 
the box, and produced it, as well as the paper 
and string which had been around it. The 
box was of ordinary pasteboard, about five 
by seven inches in size and two inches deep. 

Some Mystery in the Case. 


Kenna claims to have no knowledge of any 
individual who has ary emnity against him, 
but acareful investigation of the case war- 
rants the assertion that there is more connect- 
ed with it than has already appeared. At 
11:30 last night he came to his saloon and 
after a short conference with Detectives 
Collings and Norton accompanied: them to 
the Central Station, where all three were in 
consultation with the sergeant in charge for 
over an hour. At the close of the conference 
the sergeant and detectives gave out the story, 
but Kenna had slipped out another door and 
could not be seen. 

The description of the man given to the 
police by Kenna is that he is 45 or 50 years of 
age, plainly dressed in dark clothes, wears a 
brown mastache, and weighs over 185 pounds. 
Kenna knows him by sight, but claims not to 
know his name. d 2 

When closely pressed by the reporter, ‘after 
the departure of Kenna from the Central Sta- 
tion, the two detectives admitted that today 
might bring forth new developments and that 
there possibly was much more of the case. 
They were not at liberty to give any further 
particulars at that time. 

H. Hurry, clerk in the drug store at No. 280 
South Clark street, told the following story to 
a reporter for Taz Txipune: 

“About 10:15 a man came into the store,” 
said Mr. Hurry, “and handed me a bottie of 
some stuff that looked like whitish castor oil.

Many Plans for Improvement.

There are indications that a strong effort

The attempt in the last Legislature to 
amend the general incorporation act. by pro- 
viding that the City Councils shall have the 
right to grant franchises to elevated railroads, 
without regard to the ubjection of property- 
holders, may be renewed. 

The closing days of the General Assembly 
of 1891 were marked by astrong effort on the 
part of the Illinois Central railroad to obtain 
a new settlement of the Lake-Front question 
that has been in the Legislatures and State 
and Federal Courts since 1869. The recent 
decision of the Supréthe Court of the United 
States is regarded as’ forever settling the con- 
test for the Lake-F ront, and there is little prob- 
ability that-it will come up at this session.

Compuisory Education Legislation.

There 
seema to be no serious disagreement on the 
queetion of compulsory education, nearly all

school—pubdlic, private, or parochial. Some 
unembers are understocd to favor clauses in 
the bill providing for free textbooks, others 
are said to be in favor of a uniform textbook 
clause, and yet cthers, it is said, have other 
provisions of a similar character which they 
desire to include in the general bill. It is not 
probable, however, that any of these proposed 
schemes will be carried out.

self-supporting. 

The jeaders of organized labor themselves

' sion, and the country statesmen are at sea. 


The matter of good roads has received con- 
siderable attention from press and people dur- 
ing the last two years, and there seems to be a 
general desire to enact some legislation on the 
subject. The outgomg Republiean Governor 
and the incoming Democratic executive are 
both on record as heartily in favor of a per- 
manent hard road system through the State. 

**T regard the question of good roads,” said 
Gov.-elect Altgeld, “as one of the most im- 
portant that now confronts the people of the 
State of Lliinois. The State should take hoid 
of it with resolution and upon a broad-gauged 
plan. There is no adequate reason for the 
unpassability of many of our common roads, 
There should be a uniform treatmentof the 
matter ail over the State, and the ruad system 
in each county should ‘be upon a general pian, 
and not independent of or regardless of * what 
is being done in contiguous counties. Unless 
this policy is pursued road systems would ter- 
niinate with county lines.” : 

Goy.-elect Altgeld is favorable to the propo- 
sition to employ convicts in breaking stone 
for macadamizing the roads.

The commission investigating the Torrens 
system of transferring real estate has pro- 
mulgated its yon and if is unqualifiedly in 
favor of the adoption of the Torrens plan.

Viroqua, Wis., Jan. 1.—[Special. ]—After 
being forced under‘threats of death to surren- 
der between $4,000 and $5,000 to two masked 
men who entered his office in the court-house 
about 6 o’clock last night, County Treasurer 
John C. Johnson was gagged and bound and } 
locked in his vault, where he was found 1n an 
almost exhausted condition by a searching 
party of citizens about 11 o’clock. 

When Mr. Johnson failed to respond to an 
invitation to take tea at his brother-in-law’s, 
the Rev. Mr. Aschun, lastnight, it was thought 
strange. His wife returned home about ‘9 | 
o’clock, and finding that he had not’ been 
there, caused inquiry and search to be made. 
The city was thoroughly gona, over, and the 
county building aisv. | 

A second time Mr. Johnson’s office was 
searched. 
vault door brought a faint response ‘from 
within. Mr. Johnson’s younger brother, who 
worked in the office, quickly opened the door 
of the vault. There on thé stone floor lay the 
County Treasurer gagged and bound, He 
was weak and exhausted and it was some time 
before he was able to tell the story of the rob- 
bery. Mr. Johnson was serving the last day 
of his second term of County Treasurer and ' 
was prepared to turn the office 
over to his successor tomorrow. Not an 
hour before the robbery he had closed his final 
settlement with the Finance committee of the 
County Board.

THE INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 

Senator Ailison has been ithterviewed by 
Tue Treuxe on his return to the United 
‘States from attendance at the International 
Monetary Conference at Brussels, He seeins 
quite hopeful that important action -will be 
taken at the adjourned meeting, his opinion 
being that the interval will be marked by an 
subject. He 
regards the recent outflow of gold from this 
evuntry as due to causes which are rather po- 
litical than purely financial, ana says it is well 
understood that the repeal of so much of the 
Sherman act as authorizes the monthly pur- 
chase ‘of 4,500,000 ounces of silver by the 
United States, taken in connection with the 
closing of the mints of India to the free coin- 
age of silver, would still further depreciate 
the price of bullion silver in the markets of 
the world. Consequently great interest is 
taken in the question whether one or both 
these things are likely to be done in the near 
future. ' 

Possibly s6, Ifthe price of silver is held 
artificiaily higher than its commercial value, 
as determined by the cost of production, it 
ought to be allowed to gravitate to its legiti- 
mate level, and the sooner it reaches that level 
the better will it be for all concerned. If, 
owing to the pressure, the price should de- 
cline to a little distance below what the com- 
mercial world judges to be its real value there 
would soon be a reaction, as is often wit- 
nessed in the case of wheat, pork, cotton, 
iron, and other proauects. There then would 
be an enlarged purchasing and a widened con- 
sumption, with the probability that these 
would continue, because of the conviction 
that the white metal had reached bottom af 
last. Nothing tends more to discourage buy- 
ing of an article, either for direct use or spec- 
niation, than what seems to be a well grgunded 
fear that the buyer may lose on the property 
while hoiding because of a further reduction 
in prices. 

That is what)/has been the matter with 
silver for several years past. Except during a 
few weeks of speculative inflation, because of 
the idea that the increased market provided 
by the United States im 1890 would largely 
increase its selling value, there has been a 
continuous drag in the market, and never 
more so than now. The latest advices from 
Eurcpe are that silver is practically unsalable 
there at the minimum published quotations. 
There is no present market for it, and the 
holders are so well aware of the fact that they 
abstain from offering their property for sale 
except in the most @uiet way.’ This would 
hardly be the case if they were convinced the 
article is worth more money. They are not 
so convinced, and appear to doubt the prob: 
ability of higher prices so long as silver can 
be and is produced as cheaply as now. 

Senators Stewart and Junes, Representative 
Bland, and a tew followers in the United 
States seem to stand aloof from the 
rest of the world in regard to knowl- 
edge of what it costs to produce sil- 
ver.. The great majority of those on 
both sides of the Atlantic who take an in- 
terest in the Question are aware that the av- 
erage gust of producing silver from the three 
most prominent mices of Colorado is pretty 
definitely ascertained to be only about 25 
gents per fine ounce, that the Mollie Gibson 
mine was producing silver last October at a 
cost of but 14 cents per ounce, and that several 
other mines are now producing it at less than 
25 cents. These conditions do not offer en- 
couragement to capitalists to pay 83 cents for 
silver in the hope of making a profit by hold- 
mg it. Nor do they warrant the hope 
that a coinage ratio of 15 or 16 to one will be 
deemed practicable by the nations. 

Senator Allison stated to the conference 
that the American delegates were ready to con- 
sider any just plan looking to the enlarged 
use of silver which did pot imposeon the 

United States unjust burdens as compared 
with the burdens to be borne by Europegn 
States. That is well. It would be better if at 
the adjourned meeting tha American + dele- 
gates should go prepared to admit that the 
| United States looks upon the cranky notions 
of Stewart, Jones, Bland, et al. as unjustin the 
extreme, and that they do not expect to see 
an ehlarged use of silver arranged for except 
on a basis in the fixing of which is fully rec- 
ognized the fact that the true ratio of values 
of the two metals is not far from 25 to one

to vastly enlarge our use of silver? Probably 
not. 


THE COPPER COMBINATION. 

It is reported that the Anaconda copper 
mines at Butte, Mont., were shut down a 
week ago and that the entire force of 600 men 
who had been werking the Anaconda and St. 
Lawrence mines were “laid off.” An official 
of the operating company states that this is 
simply a suspension of work while the wines 
are being retimbered, and that the state of the 
copper market has nothing to do with it. But 
only a week previously the same gentleman 
was quoted in a Butte paper as denounc- 
ing the “sensational rumors” that were 
afloat to the effect that the mines would be 
closed down Dec. 15.

It is not surprising that the yote should be 
lower than ever before, when it appears that 
while the total number of adult males in the 
so-called State in 1880 was 31,255, the total 
number in 1890, including whites, blacks, and 
Chinese, citizens and aliens, was but 20,951. 
Here isaloss of 33 percent in ten years. 
Idaho and Wyoming are bad enough, but they 
are growing while Nevada is lostng the scanty 
population it had. And yet, though it has 


‘fewer people than an average Chicago ward, 


it has the same voting power in the Senate as 
Is that 
& popular, representative form of government 
where Nevada offsets such States? 

It is singular that the people should subinit 
as patiently as they do to such an absurd 
anomaly as that [llinois, with eighty-seven 
tames the population of Nevada, should have 


only eight times as many Presidential votes. 


If the people only appreciated the unrepub- 
licanism of such a state of things this sham 
State would be disposed of by common con- 
sent. They are indifferent seemingly to this 
spectacle of the decline and fall of a “ sov- 
ereign State.” The matter, however, is one 
which Congress can and should attend to by 
annexing the Territory of Utah, with 208,000 
people, to ‘Nevada, with its 45,000, thus 
making a State with a respectable population, 

This would be an upusual proceeding. 
There have been few instances where the 
boundaries of States have been enlarged in 
this way, and when done if has always been 
with tne consent and desire of the State con- 
cerned. It is not likely that a majority of the 
péeple of Nevada would refuse to accept the 
gift of Utah and decline to extend their juris- 
diction and laws over it, If they were so foolish 
the matter would regulate itself. The 208,000 
people of what is now Utah, who are anxious to 
get out of a ‘territorial condition, would pro- 
ceed to act as if they were in Nevada. They 
would vote for members of the Legislature 
and other officers, and if there were any dis- 
pute as to which was the proper government 
Congress and the President wouid recognize 
the one which was backed by the great ma- 
jority of the voters. 

It is not likely that any action will be taken 
at this session. The Democrats of the next 
Congress imstead of admitting Utah as a 
State with ite present boundaries, should at- 
tach it to Nevada. That party which assailed 
a Republican Congress for admitting small 
States hke Idaho and Wyoming should refrain 
from imitating its example by admitting Ari- 
zona and New Mexico separately. Each of 
these Territories suffers from a lack of moist- 
ure, and even after irrigation has done its best 
each will remain a dried-up country with in- 
superable limits fixed by mature to its eapac- 
ity for development. The two Territories 
united may, with their mineral and pastoral 
resources, make a sort of a State. To admit 
them separately would be an offense against 
the principle of-representative government, 


THE PROPOSED INCOME TAX. 

The proposal to levy a tax on incomesin the 
United States is under discussion by many 
journals, and not a few of the number seem 
to regard it with favor. One of the argu- 
ments-advanced in support of the scheme is 
in the shape of an allegation that under pres- 
ent arrangements those ¢~who have large in- 
comes escape paying taxes, but that by the 
income-tax method they would be compelled 
to contribute in proportion to their means to 
the support of the government. But is ita 
fact that rich men pay no taxes? Is not the 
assumption entirely lacking in the important 
element.of truth? Ifso, the argument based 
upon it goes for naught, Itshould be worth 


while to examine the matter before being pos-< 


itive about it. 

The man who possesses property can make 
no profit out of 16 unless he uses it. He must 
employ it directly in productive processes or 
loan ittosome one else who will so use it. 
If it be not thus invested, either personally or 
by proxy, it yrelds mo income, and therefore 
is not available for revenue through the impo- 
sition of an income tax. . 

‘The owner of capital cannot employ it act- 
ively without hiring people to manipulate or 
reconstruct it.in some industrial business or 
commercial pursuit. He must pay wages to 
those workers, and thus furnish them with the 
means ofa livelihood. But he cannot invest 
his money thus in any industry without 1t be- 
coming visible to the tax assessor, and thus 
being taxed the same as other property of a 


like kind. The buildings in which he oper- 


ates, the machinery‘and other appliances nec- 
essary to the work, and the products of the la- 
bor, are subject to taxation. Hence, an in- 
come tax on the profits is a second tax on the 
same property, and is, therefore, inequitable, 

If the capitalist loans his money to another, 
taking interest for the use of it, the borrower 
must employ it in some reproductive industry, 
in which case the capital is taxed; or he may 
use it to improve his vacant lot in the city or 
put a house or barn on his farm. In either 
ease the improvement is taxed. The capital 
of the lender is taxed in the hands of the bor- 
rower, and the same capital should not be 
taxed twice in one year. 

If the capitalist buys railroad stocks or 
bonds he becomes part owner of a taxed rail- 
way corporation, and therefore his investment 
is taxed in proportion to its amount. If he 
invests his money in bank stock it is taxed 
as a part of the bank p roperty, for banks are 
taxed. If he puts into an express or a 
sleeping car company it is taxed as a portion 
of that corporategr> perty. Ifthe money be 
invested in any manufacturing business, on 
shares or otherwise it is taxed, and the real 
estate of the manufacturing company is taxed. 
If put into any mercantile business the capi- 
tal is taxed. It is taxed wherever it js visible, 
that is, wherever it is employed in earning an 
income for.its owner. When it is invisible, 
and thus escapes taxation, it is idle, earning 
nothing, and because money when lying idle 
earns nothing none but misers put their capi- 
tal into the form of idle, hidden money. The 
moment that money is loaned or invested it 
comes to light, assuming taxable shape and 
form. It cannot be hidden from the tax as- 
sessor and tax gatherer when it earas an in- 
come. 

The people who talk glibly about rich men 
escaping taxation on their incomes forget or 
overlook this transformation or metamorpho- 
sis which invisible capital undergoes when- 
ever the owner seeks to make it earn a profit

ing topayatax. In each and every case 

where the man himself is not taxed his prop- 

erty is taxed, whether it be in his own poe 
session or in the keep'ng of another. 

When the capitalist receives his profit or in- 
come from the use of his money he proceeds 
straightway to invest that profit in something 
visible which atax. If he buys goods 
tngy are taxed; or the manufacturer who has 
produced them is taxed. The more the manu- 
facturer produces the larger must be his plant, 
an@ therefore the greater his direct and indirect 
taxes, and as this profit on investment consti- 
tutes for most of those who have a surplus 
their increase of working capital for repro- 
duction, for enlargement of plant ‘and busi- 
ness, it follows that a second tax upon it 
would strike at the wage fund. But for every 
$1,000 abstracted from that wage fund one 
man is deprived of gaqful employment, for on 
the aterage it requites a capital of $1,000 to 
set a man usefully to work. In fact such ab- 
straction deprives two men of employment and 
means of obtaining a living, the second man 
being the oné who finds employment in sup- 
plying the wants of the first. 

If these views be correct an ‘income tax 
should only be resorted to as an emergency 
measure, in time of great national exigency 
such as existed during the rebellion, as it is a 
most ipjurious tax, In the first place it 
doubles taxation. Secondly, it robs and de- 
pletes the wage fund, to the direct injuty of 
the toiler, and, thirdly, it is inquisitorial, ex- 
posing the private affairs of men in a way 
that may work great damage, and causing 
every one sybject to its operation to defeat it 
as faras lies in his power. How strong the 
tendency is in that direction is shown by the 
fact that within three years from the time the 
amended income tax went into force in 1866 
the receipts therefrom fell off 55 per cent by 
refusal of the majority of those aimed to be 
reached by it to make correct returns. Only 
the honest men, and the widows’ and orphans’ 
estates paid anything like the amount of the 
tax statea in the law. The collections amount- 
ed to $72,982,160 m 1866, and those for 1869. 
were only $34,791,857. That fact alone speaks 
volumes against the proposition to’ impose 
again an income tax in the United States. 


An exchange says the United States not 
only produces gold arid silver but paper also, 
which it uses as money. Then it asks, “* why 
not put a gold dollat’s worth of paper in a 
paper dollar if a gold dollar’s worth of silver 
should be put into asilverdollar?” Ofcourse 
the journalist who writes such a question does 
so for the purpose of helping his readers to 
think, Hedoes not require information on 
the subject, for he must be perfectly well 
aware that.what he refers to as a paper dollar 
is nothing more than a promise or pledge to 
pay adollar in specie of some kind, \.The 
United States has issued a great many of 
these promises or pledges to «edceem in 
silver dollars, and those silver 
are. not intrinsically worth two-thirds 
as much as an equal number of gold 
dollars. They are maintained at par by 
the policy of the government in honoring this 
silver paper 98 if it were gold paper. The pa- 
per itself is wortlPnothing, except as it is a 
guarantee that the holder can receive real 
specie money for,it, and the paper issued 
against silver would be worth iess than two 
thirds of its face if the holders of that silver 
paper were required to take only silver in ex- 
change for it. The objection that the govern- 
ment has not on hand enough gold to redeem 
ail the greenbacks and silver dollars and sil- 
ver certificates at one time amounts to noth- 
mg. It has no more force than the claim that 
a bank is unsound, the only reason for the al- 
legation being the admitted fact that it could 
not pay all its depositors in full im case they 
should make a simultaneous demand for 
their money. —

Celestials Continue to Ignore the Pro- 
visions of the Geary Law. 

Wasurnotox, D, C,, Jan. 1,--[Special.]— 
The government has a Mongolian elephant on 
its hands in the Chinese exclysion act passed 
by the last Congress. By the terms of the 
Geary law all Chinese who do not register be- 
fore next May are ta be deported to China, 
and thenceforward aamission into the United ° 
States is denied to all Chinese except diplo- 
matic attachés and afew other and _ limited 
classes of subjecta specially exempted from 
the operations of the act. Acting on ‘the 
advice of the Six Companies and of the 
Chinese Government the Chinese 
as a class have refused tu 
register. The law has operated to drive many 
Chinese out of the United States, but a very 
large number still remain within our borders. 
At $50 per head, assuming that there will be 
150,009 Chinese remaining here May 1, the 
cost would be $7,500,000 to deport them. 

The department estimates for the next 
fiscal year call for only the amount, 
$75,000, for the enforcement of the provisions 
of the exclusion act. No one dreams that the 
Appropriations committee will recommend 
an appropriation large enough to return the 
Chinese to their native land. It is supposed 
that a test case will be made of the law and its 
progress through courts may delay for 
some time the necessity for funds with which 
to return recalcitrant Chinese. 


LATEST FAD IN ORDNANCE, 


H. P. Hurst Sabmits Desiens for a Gun 
Having a Velocity of 2,800 Feet. 

Wasuinetoyn, D. C., Jan. 1.—[Special.]— 
High power cannon for firmg explosives ap- 
pears to be the fad in ordnance matters nowa- 
days. The Gladman gun recently successful- 
ly tried at Fort Sheridan, the Haskell-Lyman 
multi-charge gun now building, and the short- 
caliber seven-inch gun recently designed by 
the naval ordnance bureaus have already been 
described in these dispatches. 

And now comes . Hurst, the inventor 
of the reinforced cartridge, with the design of 
a gun which he claims will outdo all others in 
the matter of velocity. A board consisting 
of Capt. J. A. Howell, Lieutenant- 
Commander A. R. Conden, and (Prof. 
P. R. Alger is now passing judgment 
upon the designs for this new weapon. 
Mr. Hurst has submitted two designs. One 
contemplates the use of fixed ammunition 
with its three separate charges arranged to go 
off consecutively; the other with the powder 
chamber instead,of the shell arranged for 
the three consecutive charges with this roulti- 
charge behind the projectile. Mr. Hurst ex- 
pects to get a velocity of 2,700 or 2,800 feet 
without any extraordinary strain on the gun. 


INCOME OF THE RAILROADS. 


Report of the Statistician of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 1.—[Special. ]— 
The preliminary report on income and ex- 
penditure of railways for the year ended June 
30, 1892, compiled by the Statistician to the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission, will be 
made public soon. 

The gross earnings of 128,349.99 miles of 
railway are shown to have been $951,025,159, 
from which the gross earnings of the entire 
railway system are estimated to have been 
$1,222,711,698. This is an increase of $125,- 


. 950,308 over the earnings of the previous year, 


or an increase of $608 per mile of line. The 
operating expenses for the year were $814,- 
722,082, being an increase of $82,834,189, 
which leaves an increase in net 
earnings of $44,116,114, or $2,472 

r mile of line. The actual increase 
in revenue from passenger service were $31,- 
500,088, or $247 per mile of line, as against an 
increase in the revenue from freight service 
of $91,506,671, or $349 per mile of line. 

It is obsetved that the railways on which 
there has accrued the largest increase in gross 
earnings per mile of line are the lines connect- 
ing the wheat-growing territory with the sea- 
board and the lines in -the Southern States 
bordering on the Gulf of Mexico,

CHICAGO IS THEIR MECCA, 


Labor Unions Tending Toward Centraliza- 
tion Here, 
The great battle between organized labor 
and corporated capital in the United States 
will be fought out ia Chicago. 
The coming year does not promise to see 
these giant forces grapple with each other. 
Labor will spend the year in organization. 
Capital is already organized, and from the 
fact that it is manipulated by fewer heads 
than is labor, it is more easily managed and is 
in better fighting trim. In the last year, in a 
general way, the futility of strikes as a 
weapon of warfare by labor has been demon- 
strated. Labor has retired from the strike to 
fall back on friendly labor unions for assist- 
anve and, in some cases, for charity after de- 
feat. In the great upheaval of labor, because 
of the fact that defeat has covered*them, the 
unions have been driven to the idea . that a 
more perfect organization and more cash in 
the treasury are necessary before any more 
contests are enconnvered. 
In Chicago, however, last year many strikes 
have been successful. Notably those of the 
painters, upholsterers, electrical workers, tin 
and sheet iron job workers, cornice makers, 
women shoewakers, and the photo artists, 
who not only organized, but struck and won 
demands. 
There have been two thovements especially 
noticeable in thiscity the year just closed. 
One was the removal to Chicago of the head- 
quarters of various powerful independent 
unions; the other, the forming into central 
bodies of kindred trades. Before the end of 
the opening year Chicago will be the head- 
quarters of more labor unions than any city 
in the world. The object of bringing them 
together is to_be im touch for mutual aid, for 
conference or action in time of trouble, and 
because Chicago is the labor center of the 
tion.

IN FOREIGN MONEY MARKETS. 


Low Value of Money the Feature in En- 
giand—Unsettled Conditions in France. 


Lowpor, Jan. 1.—The low value of money 
was the distinguishing characteristic of the 
year and was continued to its end. After 
Wednesday of last week discount rates ad- 


vanced 44 to 1 per cent, but there was nothing 
like the stringency usual at the end of the 
year, and the distribution of consols divi- 
dends probably will loosen the abundance of 
money. Apparently, during the week past 
less apprehension was felt here with regard to 
the situation in America. fhe silver market 
became more composed and had the stimulus 
of’a demand for remittance for the East, 
Business was inostly spot, pending the reas- 
sem bling of the Hersbell comwittee, the few 
forward transactions be at 4 under the 
spot quotation. On the xchange the 
settiernent . just past coved Pee operators 
continue to reduce their speculative engage- 
ments, owing to the unsettled state of the 
market. French buying of consols, owing to 
the distrusts of reutes which has or 
since the Panama disclosures, ran the price 
of consuls to the highest figures of the year. 
The advanve, which was the chief feature of 
the week t, has restored consols to the es- 
teem in which French investors heid them 
prior tu the Goschen conversion. Another cu- 
rious feature was the comparative firm- 
ness of doubtful secufities, like 
Spanish, Italian, and Russian—a circumstance 
suppused to be due to holders declining to sell 
for fear of creating a panic. There was a 
heavy fall in Greek securities on rumors 
read by French j urnals from which Premier 
Tric: upis has withdrawn the annual subsidies 
that the January coupon would be the last to 
be’ paid. The rumors are believed to be un- 
justified. Greece is regarded as solvent or 
only suffering from the gold famine. Fear 
that English interests would suffer under tre 
resignation of Minister Plaza had a depressing

We start 
into the new year still doing an enormous volume 
of general business, and the basis upon which this 
business is being done is on the whole 
of a remarkably sound character. .There is 
in this great activity not the semblance of a 
boom, nothing to indicate that the activity is at 
the expense of too high a pressare. The wheels 
of industry are turning at the command of those 
who have of the productions for consump- 
tion, and, what is of more importance, for those 
who have the means to pay for what they wish 
toconsume.

The outlook in the money market is not clear. 
Chere has been the usual tightening as the ac- 
cumulations were being ma for the January 
disbursements, and there is nothing to make it cer- 
tain that there will not be.the usual easing of the 
situation as soon as those disbursements begin to 
be digested. So far as the loca! situauon is con- 
cerned, however, there are to be large demands 
against the issue of new pond ge sary securities, 
or that may in some measure effect the supply 
of money. 

We shail soon begin to know something, - 
ing the effect upon business of,the Wor & Pair. 
We have had many conjectures, funning all 
way from an exaggerated opinion of the wh 
such as was held by many when the location of 
the Fair in Chicago was first contemplated, to 
the other extreme view which holds that the dis- 
advantages will more than counterbalance the 
advantages and that basines® during the Fair 
period is to be dull from the very reason of the 
congestion of enormwus crowds.
